Murder and Robbery by hus: 


Up Men at Chicago, 


Three Men Enter Barns of Chicago 
Street Railway, Kill Two Em- 
ployees, Wound Two Others, 
Lost Safe and Make 
Their Escape. 


Chicago, August 30.—Two men were 
killed and two others wounded by hold-up 
men at the barns of the Chicago City 
Railway Company, Sixty-first and State 
street, at an early hour today. 

The shooting was done by three men, 
who escaped after securing $3,000. Three 
of the men who were shot were working 
in the cashfer’s office and the other was a 
motorman asleep in the outer office. The 
men in the office were shot before they 
were aware of the presence of the robbers 
and the motorman was kil.ed as he was 
rising from a bench where he had en 
asleep. 

The dead: 

FRANK STEWART, assistant clerk in 
cashier's office. 

JOHN B. JOHNSON, motorman. 

Injured: 

William B. Edmond, 
will recover. 

Henry Biehl, will recover. 

The robbers took no chances, but dis- 
posed of all the Opposition of the em- 
ployers before they entered the office. 
Choosing the time when the employers 
were busily engaged in balancing up the 
receipts of the night just after 
conductor had turned in his money and 
left the barns, the robbers suddenly ap- 
peared at the receiving window and be- 
gan shooting. The first bullet fired struck 
Stewart and he fell to the floor without a 
word. Biehl and Edmond, who were sit- 
ting near Stewart, turned to see what was 
the matter, but before they could leave 
their chairs they were rendered helpless 
by the well directed bullets of the rob- 
bers. Johnson, the motorman, who. was 
asieep on a bench in the outer office, 
hearing the noise, started up to go to the 
assistance of his companions, but was 
shot and killed before he could get on his 
feet. Making sure that all opposition had 
been removed, the robbers then broke 
open the door of the cashier's office with 
a siedge hammer and secured $3,000 in 
bills which was lying on the desk. They 
then made their escape. Four men were 
arrested a few hours-after the robbery, 
but they wave pet as st been santinen.

FOR MISSIONS 
BY ALLIANCE 


This Sum Subscribed at Two 
Enthusiastic Meetings 
Yesterday, 


INTERESTING METHODS 
EMPLOYED IN COLLECTION 


The Christian and Missionary Alli- 
ance Expects To Have a Home 
of Its Own in Which To 
Hold Services by 
Next Summer. 


Atlanta contributed $10,484 to the sup- 
port of foreign missions at the meetings 
of the Christian and Missionary Alliance 
convention held yesterday at Piedmont 
park. 

At 
9’ clock, 


the morning service, held at il 
the offering amounted to $7,485, 
and this “was increased by $2,999 at the 
afternoon meeting, making a grand to- 
tal of $10,484. a much larger sum than 
was expected hv the workers. 

When the moment of taking up the of- 
fering for the year arrived, printed slips 
were handed around by the ushers to 
those people who were willing to give 
to the aid of the alliance, and they wrote 
on them the amount they felt able to 


give. These slips were then collected and 
handed by the ushers to Dr. Simpson, 
who, in tugn, handed them to Dr. Henry 
Wilson. 

Slowly Dr. Wilson read out the amounts 
pledged. withholding the names of the 
givers, and as each large offering was 
noted fervent hallelujahs broke Yorth 
from the hundreds of people present. 
Every now and then Dr.- Wilson was 
stopped by songs, in which the whole au- 
dience joiped. 

The largest single sum given during 
the day was $1.90. pledged by the Chris- 
tian alliance. footers. in Florida. A 
number of other large sums were given, 
many pledging themselves tg give $1 
and $200, and a number offering as high 
as $500. Offerings of $50 and $75 were 
common. 


A Plea From India. 


Finally, when the cards ceased to come 
in and the most of the offerings had been 
read, Dr. Wilson arose and made a plea 
for the children of India, the little or- 
phans supported and cared for by the 
Christian and Missionary. alliance, He 
told of the 2,000 children whom fate had 
thrown on their hands, and asked the 
people to contribute to the support of 
these children. Fifteen dollars was su ‘l- 
client, he said, to keep them alive for 
one year, and cards were again distributed 
among the people for this specia] purpose 
and at once responses began to come in 
as the hearts of the audience were 
touched by his description of the pitiful 
condition of these poor little orphans. 

From all over the house the responses 
came in rapidly, every class of people, 
rich and poor, old ang young. offering 
their mite for the support of the home- 
less. 

But immediate as this response was at 
the morning service it was still more 
readily and gladly answered in the after- 
noon when Dr. Wilson appealed to the 
audience, and especially to the mothers 
present, to give to the maintenance of 
these children in remembrance of the dear 
ones who have gone to the other world, 
s0 that, as Dr.- Wilson put it, they might 
have new playmates there. The hearts 
of mothers in the crowd were touched by 
the thought of those dear little ones who 
have passed away to a better world and 
many took cards and pledged themselves 
for this purpose. Frequently through 
the course of the collection the choir 
sung this song, composed by Dr. Henry 
Wilson: 


“Jesus loves the little children, 

All the children in the world; 

Black and yellow. brown and white, 
They are precious in His sight, 

Jesus loves the children of the world.”’ 


Altogether at the morning and after- 
noon sessions money sufficient to provide 
for 184 little brown children of the Indias 
was raised. 

One of the prettiest features of the 
testimony service at 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon was the testimony offered by littie 
Emma John Henderson, a little child, 
with bright brown eyes, looking hardly 
more than 4 years. Standing on a chair, 
the picture of innocence and simplicity 
and looking straight into the eyes of the 
audience, she said: 

“I praise the Lord who heals me when 
I get sick and keeps me well from day tv 
day. Praise the Lord.” 

It was only a short time ago when the 
little girl was very sick, lying close to 
death and only the prayer and faith of 
Christian Alliance beiievers brought her 
back to health. | 

The Children’s Meeting. 

An interesting sight was offered to the 
onlooker at the children's meeting, “at 
which Dr. Wilson presided. The little 
ones came forward, occupying all the 
front benches, and in simple and impres- 
sive tones Dr. Wilson spoke to them, in- 
terspersing his talk with illustrations of 
sin and the way to avoid it or eliminate it. 

No more attentive audience could have 
been desired, for the children sat qulet- 
ly, not moving or making a single sound, 
gazing with wide open eyes at the speak- 
er and drinking in his every word with 
an attention that is seldom attained in an 
audience of grown people, 

W. P. Davis, in @peaking yesterday at

Turkey Urges United States Not To Send Sduadron 
and Minister Leishman, It Is Said, Is Backing 
the Request. 


August 30.—Since the 
representations made by United States 
Minister Leishman, regarding the at- 


tempt on the life of Vice Consul’ Mageis- 
Sen, the authorities at Belrut are dis- 
playing a marked activity in their efforts 
to find the culprit. 

London, August 30.—A dispatch from 
Constantinople, dated August 29, to tho 
Exchange Telegraph Company, says it is 
understood that after an interview with 
Foreign Minister Tewfik Pasha, Minister 
Leishman requested Washington to recali 
the European squadron which has been 
Ordered to Beirut. 

Genoa, August 30.—The United States 
cruisers Brooklyn and San Francisco 
sailed at 12:25 p. m. today for Port Said, 
where they expect to find Instructions 
indicating their future movements. 

Washington, August 30.~The bureau of 
navigation of the navy department has 
been advised by cable that the cruisers 
Brooklyn and San Francisco salled from 
Genoa this (Sunday) morning and are 
expected to arrive at Beirut Friday next. 

Other than the advices from Admtrai 
Cotton,. announcing his departure with 
the cruisers Brooklyn and San Francisco 
for Beirut, there were no developments in 
the Turkish situation today so far as 
Washington is concerned. No additional 
information came today from United 
States Minister Leischman, Secretary 
Hay saying tonight he had not heard 
from our minister to Turkey since yes- 
terday morning. The orders to Admiral 
Cotton to proceed to Beirut will not be 
cancelled, it is authoritatively stated to- 
night, unless the president so directs. 
Such an order at this time, however, ap- 
parently would not avail anything. as the

Hig uneasiness over the 
presence of an American fleet In Turkish 
waters lest it be taken by the revolu- 
tionists as an evidence of the American 
government’s sympathy with their cause, 
it is thought, will not be a strong 
enough reason for its withdrawal. The 
administration regards it 4s a sacred 
duty to see that. adequate and prompt 
assistance and protection should be giver 
American interests in the disturbed dis. 
tricts and for this reason feels justified 
in having the war ships sent to Tur- 
key. 

Contrary to expectation, Chekib Bey had 
not arrived in Washington up to 9 o'clock 
tonight. Secretary Hay will grant the 
minister an audjence tomorrow if he 
comes to the city. With the departure of

WITTE LEAVES 
FINANCE POST 


Czar’s Great Minister Made 
President of Committee 
of Ministers, 


St. Petersburg, August 30.~An impe- 
rial rescript, dated August 29, fs publish- 
ed appointing Minister of Finance Witte 
president of the committee of ministers. 
The rescript at the same time entrusta 
him with the work of bringing to a speedy 
and successful conclusion the negotiations 
for the Russo-German commercial! treaty 
and with the continued supreme ditection 
of the ministery of finance, in order that 
his close acquaintance with the require- 
ments of Russian commerce and industry 
may be fully utilized. 

The Official Messenger announces the 
appointment of M. Pleske director of the 
imperial state bank as minister of fi- 
nance. 

Although the -resignation of M. Witte. 
of the post of minister of finance, was 
expected ever since his last budget state 
ment which had a valedictory tone, the 
secret was well kept. M. Witte went to 
Feterhof afer midnight and presented 
to the czar his resignation and his recom- 
mendation of M. Pleske as his successor. 
simultaneously in order to forestall any 
intrigues in the interess of some fol- 
lowers of M. Plehve, minister of the in- 
terior. 

M. Pleske has made a good reputation 
as director of the imperial state bank, 
but he never has exhibited any initiative, 
remaining a loyal subordinate of M. 
Witte and doubtless he will try to carry 
out his policy. 

The position of president of the com- 
mittees on ministers is one of great honor, 
but M. Witte’s future influence is regard- 
ed as problematical and his promotion is 
considered a triumph for the Plehve in- 
terest. 

A special commission has been formed 
at the prefecture, composed of factory 
inspectors and various functionaries of 
the secret police, with orders from Min- 
ister Plehve to prevent strikes at all 
hazards. The commission is arresting and 
banishing workmen by the peerees and

NEW RISINGS REPORTED 
1N OTTOMAN EMPIRE 


|All Dispatches Indicate That the 
Dominions of the Sultan Are in 
Convulsions—Turkish Troops 
Are Said To Be Greatly 
Discouraged. 


Salonica, August 3#0..—The Bulgarian in- 
surgents sustained a severe reverse at 
Smilovo Friday, 1,00 of them being 
killed. 

The insurgents to the number of 3,000 
occupied a position on a height, which 
was stormed by six battalions of Turk- 
ish troops commanded by Servet Pasha. 
After losing 1,000 of their number, the 
Bulgarians fled in the face of the heavy 
Turkish artillery fire. The Turkish 
losses were insignificant. : 

The Bulgarian insurgents. on capturing 
the town of Neveska, August 3, selsed 
the arms and ammunition of the garri- 
gon, levied a contribution of $5,000 on the 
town and then withdrew to the moume- 
tains. The Turkish troops on thelr af- 
rival bombarded the town, but receiving 
no response they entered the town with- 
out molesting the inhabitants. 

New Risings- Are Reported. 

Sofia, August 30.—Dispatches received 
today from Constantinople, Salonica, 
Monastir and Adrianople reveal an wumne- 
satisfactory condition of affairs in Mace- 
donia. From Salonica come reports of 
new risings. At Monastir the insurgents 
are said to be masters of the situation. 
Telegrams from Adrianople declare that 
the insurgent bands are continuing tier 
ravages.

Turkish Troops Discouraged. 

In the district between Kastoria and 
Florina, south of Monastir, the insurgents 
have destroyed all the fortified residences 
of the wealthy Beys. A notorious brigand 
named Abdul Medjid recently delivered a 
harangue to the inhabitants of Tetouve, 
telling them to prepare themselves to 
slaughter all the Bulgarians upon the 
first appearance of revolutionary bands 
in the neighborhood. Many wounded 
Turkish soldiers have been brought into 
Salonica from Uskub, Seres and Monastir. 
The Turkish troops are reported to be 
greatly discouraged and many deserters 
have been thrown into prison. 

According to The Dnevnik, the podjax 
(teachers atached to the mosque) in the 
vilayet of Kossavo, are preaching that 
the time for a holy war has come and 
that the people must be ready to kill the 

Christians in the vilayet. Insurgent bands 
are said to be in complete control of the 
large districts of Demirhissar and Kits- 
chevo and the chief mountain pasges in 
the vilayet of Monastir. 

The tota] strength of the bands in the 
vilayet of Adrianople is astimated at 6,000, 
The insurgents have blown up the Dar- 
racks at Ghioktipe, near Maiketernovo, 
killing sixty soldiers. They also attack-. 


Kratovo and Kotcheni. A 
great panic ensued, the troops firing into 
each other. A private telegram from 
Rula, Bulgaria, says the reservists in the 
frontier villages have received orders to 
be ready for mobilization the moment 
that fighting occurs at the frontier posts. 


Only Fired in the Air. 


Constantinople, August 30.—It appears 
that the report by the Austrian consul 
at Uskub that a detachment of troops 
discharged their rifles at the Austrian 
consulate there arese from the simple 
circumstance that a party of Albanian 
reservists on leaving Uskub station in a 
train, fired in the air as is their custom 
on joining the colors and the Austrian 
consulate happened to be close to the sta- 
tion. 

Servian Sympathy for Insurgents, 

Belgrade, Servia, August 30.—A crowd 
of thousands of people gathered in the 
iheater square this afternoon and demon- 
strated in sympathy with the Macedon- 
lans. Several well-known politicians 
spoke. They condemned Turkish misrule, 
appealed to the Servians to agsist the 
Macedonians in their struggle for free- 
dom, and deciared that Servia, Bulgaria 
and Montenegro ought to occupy and re- 
build the Turkish empire. 

The meeting adopted a resolution call- 
ing on the government to Intervene on be- 
half of the Macedonians. 

Reports are in circulation here that the 
monastery of St. Prochoy. on the Servian 
frontier, was attacked Saturday night and 
entirely demolished by the Turks and 
Albanians.

Anarchy in Turkish Army. 

London, August 31.—The Salonica cor- 
respondent of The -Daily Mail describes 
the situation in Macedonia as being one 
of the utmost gravity. The insurgents 
are everywhere increasing in numbers and 
holding their own against the Ottoman 
soldiers. Anarchy reigns supreme, as- 
serts the correspondent, the vast Turkish 
army being completely out of control and 
eating up the country. In a few weeks 
famine must ensue, causing untold mis- 
ery. Any outrage in the city of Salonica 
now would turn the Turks into soldiers 
and the population into wild beasts. The 
country west of the river Varda, toward 
the vilayet of Monastir, is expected to 
rise daily. 

Indiscriminate Massacre Feared. 

London, August 31.—The ‘Times’ corre- 
Spondent at Salonica gives an account 
of the ill-concealed terror prevailing in 
that city and the fears that some inci- 
a@ent may precipitate an indiscriminate 
massacre. Commerce, he says, iS par- 
alyzed and a famine is apprehended. The 
ambassadors and consuls recently ap- 
peaied to their government to send war 
Ships, but the desire to avoid the ap- 
pearance of encouraging the insurgents 
seems to be held of greater importance 
than precautionary measures for the pro- 
tection of Europeans. Hence the vessels 
have not been sent. 

Preparations for an approaching in- 
Surrection in northern Macedonia are 
rapidly progressing, but the day of the 
outbreak has not yet been fixed. 

Among the Turks themselves, continues 
the correspondent, a growing body pro- 
fesses to be ready to support Europear 
intervention to remedy the desperate 
condition «of affairs, and even talks oi 
murdering the foreign consuls as a means 
to compe] foreign intervention.

Buffalo, 


New York, August 30.—A meeting of the 
National Association of Baseball] Clube 
was held in this city today. Among those 
present were:

The purpose of the meeting was to dis- 
cuss and frame an answer to the big 
leagues concerning the position the smal! 
leagues will take regarding the national 
agreement the National Association has 
been invited to sign. The bone of conten- 
tion is a membership on the national 
board. The board now consists of Pres- 
ident Pulliam, of the National League; 
President Johnson, of the American 
League, and August Hermann, owner of 
the Cincinnati Nationa] League club. The 
minor leagues claim that they are the 
bone and sinew of baseball, have a larger 
following all over the country than the 
two major leagues and therefore should 
be represented on the national boawsd. The 
other articles of agreement that do not 
suit the minor leagues are the drafting 
law and the method of paying for play: 
ers drafted. 

Under the new agreement the major 
leagues have from August 15 until Octo- 
ber 15 to select their players. Under the 
old agreement they had but one month. 
Under the new agreement the players are 
to bé paid for in three equal installments, 
while under the old agreement the full 
purchase price was paid down. 

After the meeting, Secretary 
gave out the following:

REFORMER SANG FAREWELL

Guced “in other sections. 

The cotton fields throughout this sec- 
tion are rapidly growing white with 
their wealth of cotton, and the season 
gives promise of being one of great pros- 
perity. 

Already the busy season in Ajnericus is 
opening and will be the best in ten years. 
Stores are packed with new goods and 
filled with @ustomers. The streets are 
crowded daily with wagon loads of cot- 
ton, corn, hay and potatoes, and good 
prices for these commodities make the 
farmer happy. Hundreds of foads of 
fine hay were sold here the past week.

JUDGE HANSELL 
_ HAD QUIET DAY 


Eighty -Sixth Birthday of 
South Georgia Jurist 
Passed at Home. 


Thomasville, Ga., August 30.—(Special.) 
Judge Augustus H. Hansell celebrated 
his eighty-sixth birthday last week. The 
day was spent quietly at home, only his 
immediate family being with him. 

Judge Hansell has presided on the su- 
perior court bench longer than any other 
man in all the history of Georgia. He 
was on the bench in this circuit for fifty- 
three years continuously. He retired only 
last January on account of failing 
health. His successor is Judge Rober: 
G. Mitchell. 

Judge Hansell is still in splendid 
health for a man of his age, except for 
his sight and hearing, which have both 
grown defective. Notwithstanding these 
facts the judge has begun again 
active practice of*law and in a recent 
case befcre Judge Mitchell made as clear 
and logical a plea as has been heard 
here in a long time. It Is even rumored 
that the judge will form a law partner- 
ship at no distant date and will again 
be as active before the bench as he for- 
merly was active on it. 

Judge Hansell was born with a re- 
markably legal] mind. This gift of na- 
ture has stood ~-him in splendid stead 
through his long service on the bench. 
His ability and fairness are well proved 
by the fact that the supreme court re- 
versed enough of his decfsions in the en- 
tire fifty-three vears of service to hardly 
average 2 per cent. 

Refused Supreme Bench. 

A place on the supreme bench was of- 
fered to this venerable wearer of the 
ermine many years ago, but he refused 
to accept the offer. 

Judge Hansel] is a man of profound 
Christian character. Though of a kind 
nature and especially appreciating and 
sympathizing with the criminal, he never 
flinched in the performance of duty. He 
dispensed justice as he saw justice inter- 
preted. A first soiled spot is yet to be 
found on the ermine that he graced. 

Captain ©. P. Hansell, who is well 
known as judge of the county court of 
Thomas and as assistant secretary of 
the senate, is a son of Judge Hansell. 
The judge has severa] other children, all 
of them very prominent in their sections. 

An eighty-seventh or even a ninetieth 
birthday is an event by no means un- 
looked for by those who are best ac- 
quainted with this man.

Terrible Experience of Twelve 
Shipwrecked Persons 


In a Flimsy Craft, They Were Buf- 
fsted for Hours by the Angry 
Waves—On the Verge of 
Death When They 
Were Rescued, 


New York, August #.—During a strong 
northeast gale off Highlands, N. J., at 
10:30 o’clock Saturday night, the three 
masted schooner Henry P. Mason from 
Perth Amboy, N. J., for Portland, Me., 
loaded with 1,100 tons of red clay, struck, 
it is belleved, a submerged wreck 4nd at 
10:30 o'clock this morning sunk. 

The crew of ten and two passengers 
took to the vessel's small boat, and, 
after being buffeted by the heavy seas all 
night and part or today, were rescued by 
Captain Patterson and the Sandy Hook life 
saving crew, who were towed out to the 
boat one mile off Galilee by the New 
York Yacht Club’s committee boat, Navi- 
gator, on which was Colonel Oliver Iselin. 

It was 11 o'clock this morning when the 
Navigator located the twelve persons in 
their perilous position and it was fully 
an hour before they could be rescued. 
This was accompanied in as darng a man- 
ner as has been told in any sea tale, 
fiction or fact. The big tug made sev- 
era] attempts to get near the vawl, and 
then finally going to windward of them, 
cast off the life line. With splendid dex- 
terity a line was sent from the life boat 
to a pole on the fish hound and then was 
laid out until the yawl was reached. In 
such conditiong were the shipwrecked ones 
that they could not help themselves and 
Captain Patterson and crew had to simply 
lift them out,

PEONAGE TRIAL 
ATSPARTANBURG 


E. ©, Daniels, Prominent 
Planter, Bound Over to 
Federal Court. 


Spartanburg, 8S. C., August 30.—(Special.) 
The first case of peonage in South Caro- 
lina has developed near here. On yes- 
terday United States Commissioner Mc- 
Gowen, of this place, bound over to the 
United States district court E. C. Dan- 
lells on the charge of violating the fed- 
eral peonage laws. 

Daniell is a prominent and wealthy 
farmer residing about 5 miles from this 
place. Bond was placed at $1,000. 

The accusation was made by E. C. 
Kirby, a neighbor of Daniell's, who claims 


that Daniells kept a negrtro boy named 


Leonard Brown in practical] slavery for 


five years. 

He says and swore before the commis- 
sioner that Daniells worked t boy Se- 
verely and barely recompensed him with 
the absolute necessities of life. When 
the boy would try-and recover his free- 
dom by running away, the farmer would 
follow him up, take him back and in- 
humanly beat him, swore Kirby and other 
witnesses. Kirby was corroborated by 
other neighbor§ of Daniells. : 

Daniels’ defense was that ‘the boy, 
who its without relatives, was bound to 
his (Daniells') brothers by the county 
commissioners, and that the charge was 
transferred to him, the present defendant, 
He denied having mistreated the negro. 

The commissioner, after hearing the 
case, bound Mr. Daniells over to the 
October term of the United States court, 
which will be held in Greenville. Bond 
was promptly given. The siwbject of the 
peonage case, the boy, is being looked 
after by the commissioner, having been 
taken from the farm.

A drop of blood 
which might be suspended from the point 
of a needle contains about a million of 
red flattened corpuscles. Still, though 
matter is so marvelously divisible, the 
olfaetory nerves are infinitely more sen- 
sitive. Much has yet to be investigated 
with regard to the differentiation of the 
polnts in these nerves so that they mav 
discriminate with such apparently mirac- 
ulous accuracy; yet even the results in 
the scent of dogs show how marvelously 
fine is their discriminating power. Our 
sense of smell, unless in the trained 
chemist, is not even so acute as that of 
the semi-savage. The aborigines of Peru 
can, in the darkest night and in the 
thickest woods, distinguish reepectively 
a white man, a. negro and one of their 
own race by the smell. Much we have 
gained by civilization; but not without 
some loss to our bodily encrgies and 
senses. Man's recuperative power after 
an injury is in the inverse ratio to his 
social advancement. Similatly he seems 
to become less acute and delicate in the 
sense of sméll as he fares better and 
lives more comfortably.

The Fall of a Prophet. 

We are pained to note a disposition 
on the’part of some of our contempo- 
raries to make sport of the erudite 
aud esteemed secretary of the treas- 
ury of the United States. The fact 
that this disposition has manifested 
itself in unexpected quarters adds a 
bit of pathos to the situation it might 
not otherwise have, for it is always 
sad to note an ido! of the dear people 
attacked in the house of his friends. 

Here, for.instance, is The Chicago 
Inter Ocean making bold to contfast 
the circumstances under which the 
Hon, Leslie M. Shaw witnessed the 
yacht races with the conditions that 
prevailed in the good old days when 
that gentleman was engaged, as gov- 
ernor, in running the polStics and re- 
ligion of the state of Iowa. 

It ig not so much that the secretary 
Saw fit to convert one of the revenue 
cutters, owned by and operated at the 
expense of the people, into a private 
yacht for his own use during the rac- 
ing season; for this he had such dis- 
tinguished ¢xample in the presidential 
acquirement of the Mayflower, the 
Dolphin and the Sylph that his offense 
was so small as to be unworthy of 
comment. Nor is this criticism based 
on the fact that the secretary, having 
invited a host of friends to be his 
guests on the Onondaga, saw fit to is- 
sue orders denying to the officers of 
other revenue cutters the long en- 
joyed privilege of inviting their own 
friends aboard during the races—an 
order which cast a blight upon the 
hopes of many fair maidenly admirers 
of the young men in white duck. uni- 
forms. No, it was neither of these 
highly reprehensible and inconsiderate 
things that attracted the critical at- 
tention of the Chicago Journal] of en- 
lightenment which has long been look- 
ed upon as something of a Shaw or- 
gan. It was, rather, the published an- 
nouncement that the chief of our de- 
partment of finance had found it nec- 
essary to provide for “his Onondaga 
guests “two wagon loads of things 
called refreshments.” 

The Inter Ocean recalls the facts 
that back in the good old Iowa days 
Leslie M. Shaw was known and wide- 
ly beloved as an anti-refreshment gOvV- 
ernor. In those days it would never 
have occurred to the present secre- 
tary of the treasury thai in making up 
& party for an excursion it was neces- 
Sary to provide refreshments for eith- 
er himself or his friends. “Neither on 
the hustings nor at headquarters nor 
in the executive mansion were re- 
freshments tolerated.” We have The 
Inter Ocean’s word for it. “It was 
almost as much of a crime for a guest 
of the governor to call upon him when 
under the influence of refreshments 
as it was for one of his political sup- 
porters to suggest, even under any 
one of the numerous thirsty circum- 
stances that go far toward making up 
the sum of the professional spellbind- 
er’s existence, that it was a long time 
between refreshments.”’ 

And now—two wagon loads! 

No wonder those who recall the at- 
titude of the saintly governor toward 
those who suggested refreshments in 
the good old prohibition days in Iowa 
shudder at the thought. No wonder 
there are exclamations of horror of 
the demoralizing effect of public life 
at Washington! 

The Inter Ocean’s suggestion that 
perhaps the secretary took for him- 
self only a bottle of milk and a ham 
sandwich is not calculated to palliate

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Useless and Unwise Talk: 

The democrats of the south have 
no sympathy for the recrimination be- 
ing indulged in by factionalists who 
seem bent upon driving people from 
the ranks of democracy rather than 
upon doing their part to bring about 
harmony. The Constitution has had 
occasion more than once to call atten- 
tion to this useless and unwise talk. 
Mr, Bryan, through the columns of 
his paper, has at times indulged in 
criticisms not at all calculated to ben- 
efit the democratic prospects, but it is 
just as well to again call attention to 
the obvious fact that he is by no 
means the worst offender in this re- 
spect. 

It comes with very poor grace, for 
instance, for The Chicago Chronicle, 
a paper which, while claiming to be 
democratic, bolted the party nominees 
and the party platform in the last two 
presidential contests, to be hurling 
Vitrolic diatribes toward Mr. Bryan 
and his foilowers, and advising that 
they be run out of the party. Quoting 
some of Mr. Bryan’s newspaper com- 
ments, The Chronicle assails him with 
characteristic bitterness, predicts that 
he and his “populistic” followers will 
bolt from the next national conven- 
tion, and adviseg that the party pro- 
ceed with its campaign on the as- 
sumption that they must be driven 
out. 

No newspaper and no leader is do- 
ing the party good service who in- 
dulges in this sort of recrimination 
and proscription. Least of all does it 
come in good grace from sources 
which openly fought the party in 1896 
and gave half-hearted, if any, support 
in 1900. That sort of tactics, even 
when accompanied by profession of 
desire for democratic success, is cer- 
tain, if it has any effect at all, to 
either bring about a split in the party 
Or to influence the masses to a feel- 
ing of resentment which will make 
impracticable all efforts to secure a 
candidate and a platform representa- 
tive of conservatism and harmony. 

The only possible chance for demo- 
cratic success lies in complete party 
harmony. These manifestations of 
bad feeling can only hurt. They are 
to be deplored from whatever source; 
but they are particularly out of place 
when coming from those who have 
figured in the past as bolters, but who 
now seem to think themselves pos- 
sessed of a holier-than-thou right to 
drive out of the party all who do not 
agree with them.

And Platt Smiles, 

Politically the retirement of Elihu 
Root from the cabinet interests one 
man beyond all others. That is United 
States Senator Thomas C. Platt. 

Root has, ever since he first became 
a member of the cabinet of President 
MeKinley, been a thorn in the side 
of the Easy Boss. He went in over 
the protest, clearly understood if not 
openly proclaimed, of the senator who 
is the head of the republican machine 
of New York, and there has been a 
clashing of interests ever since. 

Mr. Root belonged to the anti-Platt 
wing of the party of that state, if the 
little band of which he was a shining 
light, composed as it was of a small 
bevy of leaders without followers, de- 
served to be called a “wing.” He 
stood as the representative of all that 
Senator Platt had long been fighting 
within the party; and when President 
McKinley decided to take him into his 
official household, it required all the 
latter’s talents in the line of persua- 
sion and diplomacy to prevent the 
New York senator opposing Mr. Root’s 
confirmation. 

Mr. Root is a man of great ability. 
While he had never been able to 
prove himself anything of a political 
factor before the people, he soon won 
the confidence of the president and 
was consulted in many of those New 
York affairs in which Bosg Platt felt 
he alone had the right to advise. In 
his earlier-days Senator Platt would 
have precipitated trouble, but he is 
more diplomatic in his old age, and as 
he grew to have a great respect for 
President McKinley, for whom he had 
once professed contempt, he has 
repeatedly accepted slights that once 
he would have considered unwarrant- 
ed humiliation. 

Mr. Root’s influence with the admin- 
istration grew greater with the ascen- 
dency of President Roosevelt. There 
is no man in the cabinet for whom the 
president has quite such close per- 
sonal relations. Roosevelt has always 
felt a little sore over having had to 
knuckle to Platt in order to get the

was considered the vice presidential 
“hole,” though he has felt that his 
laugh over this bit of political play 
was both last and best; and the nat- 
ural result was that he and Secretary 
Root have enjoyed the mutual and 
keen pleasure of “doing the old man” 
upon more than one occasion.

Should the Cavalry GoP 

An analysis of the recommendations 
made by General Miles during his 
term of service as commanding gen- 
eral of the army shows a number of 
unique and queer things, some that 
have given military experts the op- 
portunity to deride and criticize; but 
his suggestion of the use of automo- 
biles as an important part of the mil- 
itary equipment, contained in his last 
report, is certain to be followed in 
time, 

It may be some years before we will 
see the cavalry superseded by an au- 
tomobile corps, but with the develop- 
ment of these machines as practical 
engines of transportation, particular- 
ly when the ideal has been reached in 
the line of the storage electrical bat- 
tery, some important changes will 
come. 

General Miles believes these should 
be on the line of the reduction, and 
ultimate extinction, of the cavalry 
branch of the service, which he now 
declares to be “entirely out of propor- 
tion, useless and enormously expen- 
sive” in our permanent military estab- 
lishment.’ He shows that in European 
armies the proportion of mounted 
troops to infantry is one-fourth to one- 
fifth; in the*English army it is one- 
seventh; while in our army as organ- 
ized there are one-half as many caval- 
ry regiments as infantry. 

It is, of course, true that the cost of 
maintenance of cavalry is very large- 
ly in excess of infantry. General Miles 
believes in mounted riflemen, but he 
is of the opinion that the usefulness 
of the cavairy as organized under the 
old traditions is largely a thing of the 
past. For any emergency we have the 
nucleus of a mounted force of the best 
sort of fighting material without main- 
taining the expensive cavalry estab- 
lishment. There is, he points out, no 
country, with the possible exception 
of Russia, that has so large a number 
of men who are accustomed to live in 
the saddle and are experienced and 
expert horsemen as this. He refers 
to the tens of thousands of men scat- 
tered throughout the country who are 
in the saddle every day, who are skill- 
ed in landcraft and the use of arms, 
and who could easily be converted 
into a most formidable corps ol 
mounted riflemen. -There could eas- 
ily be mobilized ten times as many 
mounted men, many of whom have 
had military service, as could be land- 
ed on our shores by any government 
or combination of governments in @ 
reasonable time. As there are easily 
one hundred thousand men accustom- 
ed to the riding and the use of the 
rifle who could be used to overrun 
Canada or Mexico should the occa- 
sion require, he thinks the present 
disproportion of mounted forces to 
the main body of our permanent army 
both unnecessary and injidicious. 

With regard to the application of 
other methods of tocomotion, General 
Miles says: ; 

. awe ‘e in moder 
a aoe 1 fles eS —— : oe ae fir. 
ing field artillery—renders the cavalry, 
as formerly used on the battle fields, obso- 
lete, while the wonderful development in 
the use of motor power and electrical 
appliances has rendered the horse far 
less important than formerly. rhese 


be recognized by the military authorities 
and the government. 

There is, however, a corps or force re- 
quired in our army that could be rendered 
of great utility, not only to the military, 
but to the people of this country. This 
power is being recognized Vy European 
governments, and I have several times 
recommended its use by ours. It will be 
utfiized in the next war, and prepara- 
tion for its use by our army should no 
longer be neglected. I have reference to 
the bicycle, motorcycle and the automo- 
bile. which have been developed to that 
extent that they have become @& most 
valuable means of communication and 
transportation. 

Five regiments of cavalry should be 
discontinued and a corps of five regiments 
Should be organized, thoroughly trained 
and constantly employed in the use of 
these modern appliances. It should be 
regarded as qa fiying corps or a corps 
of observation, to open the way for the 
advance of an army, to obtain informa- 
tion, to reconnoltre the country and to re- 
pair or build roads and bridges. 

Officers and men of the cavalry, artll- 
lery and infantry and of the quartermas- 
ter’s and medical departments and engt- 
neer and signa) corps should serve two 
or four years with this corps. 


The millions of dollars now spent 
in keeping up the cavalry could, he 
thinks, be put to far better use. He 
would have the above-mentioned corps 
devote itself largely to the develop- 
ment of a system of military roads 
throughout the country, making a 
careful study of the topography, mak- 
ing valuable military surveys, survey- 
ing and mapping the different sec- 
tions. The corps should be equipped 
With all the most modern mechanical 
appliances fer road building and 
‘should develop a thorough system of 
fine military roads suitable for mov- 
ing an army. “Such a corps,” he 
thinks, “would be of more important, 
practical and direct benefit to the 
country in time of peace than all the 
rest of the army, and in time of war 
would be invaluable. The millions of 
dollars that are now uselessly expend- 
ed for one-third of the mounted force 
could, in this way, be utilized in bring- 
ing about a great improvement in the 
army, conferring a great benefit upon 
the country, and at the same time

When Mr. Cleveland wag president he 
Was a little lax in the matter of applying 
the public property to his own comfort 
and personal advantage. The Sun took 
him roundly to task for it and was quite 
right in doing so. We must admit that it 
is difficult to understand, in the light of 
contemporary history, how The Sun could 
have been as ascetic as it was in dealing 
with the relatively venial and trivial dere- 
lictions of Mr. Cleveland. It was that 
gentleman's wont to attach himself to the 
personnel of some . light house tender 
which in the natural discharge of its du- 
ties penetrated to lonely waters frequent- 
ed by fish and fowls; and there, the while 
the modest craft debarked its oil and 
wicks, its fuel and its various victuals, 
Mr. Cleveland would exercise his craft 
with rod or gun and work a mightly and 
becoming havoc with either. It may be 
true that Mr. Cleveland’s use in this way 
of the little vessels of the treasury marine 
was purely incidental to their discharge 
of their weightier Logon functions 
and implied and inv@ved no sequestration 
to his private uses of public property. In- 
deed we are satisfied thal such was the 
case. The Sun condemned it, all the 
same, on the ground that it was an in:

Military companies and military schools 
all over the state will now bg getting 
ready for inspection. Colonel William 
G. Obear, inspector general of state 
troops, will start out on his annual tour 
tomorrow. September 1, under orders just 
issued. The orders came rather sud- 
@enly and the inspector general hardly 
had time to get ready for the work, but 
he will go at it tomorrow just as if he 
had. 

It is probable the inspector general will 
first take in the companies in Atlanta 
and Savannah and the other larger cities 
of the state, which will give the com- 
mands in the smaller places more time 
to get themslves in readiness for in- 
spection. There are more than 100 in- 
spections to be made and it will re- 
quire four or five months of almost 
constant work to complete the task, 

Upon these inspections will depend the 
future fate of same of the military com- 
mands of the state. Usuaily there are 
several of them hanging on the ragged 
edge of the required standard, and as 
the result of the inspector general's re- 
port some of these are put on proba- 
tion almost every year. They are given 
thirty or sixty days to get in ‘“‘con- 
dition,’ and if they cannot then show 
improvement. it becomes the governor's 
duty to order them disbanded. Several 
cqmpanies were disbanded last year as 
a result of inefficiency and lack of prop- 
er discipline. 

It may be there will be less of this 
as a result of the forthcoming inspec- 
tions, for a wo.derful improvement has 
been wrought in the state militia all over 
Georgia through the recent encamp- 
ments. If the encampment work has 
not brought all of the commands up 
to the required standard, it has taught 
the officers and men what ts expected 
of them, and in practically every instance 
it is believed they will be able to make 
a fair, if not a good showing when the 
inspector general reaches them.

“Georgia has now more counties than 
have. The great majority of 
them are poor that they contrmbute 
nothing to the support of the state gov- 
ernment—that is, they draw from the 
treasury much more than they pay into 
it. The number of the counties which 
bear the burden of supporting the state 
governmé@nt is wrry small. Therefore, we 
that there are manv more counties 
If some of them 
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than thére ought to be. 
were consolidated the cost of maintain- 
ing them wouldi't be much, if any, more 
than the cost of supporting one of them 
is now. In that way counties which now 
contribute nothing to the support of the 
state—are. in fact. a burden on the rich 
counties—would help to maintain the 
state rovernmenc. It is better to have a 
big prosperous county than to have the 
same territory cut up into two or three 
poor counties—the poverty being largely 
the result of an effort to support two 
or three county governments.” 

The constitution as it st@nds at present 
expressly prohtbits the creation of any 
new counties, article 11, section 1, para- 
graph 2. Mr, Cromartie, author of the 
bill, says some of the south Georgia 
counties are so large as to be unwieldy. 
Tn some instances tarmers have to drive 
40 miles or more to get to the county 
seat, their only market. Lie says he is 
going to make an effort to secure favor- 
able action on the bill at the next ses- 
sion of the general assembly.

the man I don’t take a receipt, but sim- 
ply let him have his letter. On the 
other hand, if I don’t know him I usually 
tell him that he'll have to get his letter 
from the superintendent, and I simply 
hold it for him, writing his request on the 
envelope. 

“Every now and then a ¥ank clerk or 
some one connected with a bank comes 
rushing into the office, out of breath and 


_perspiring, to request that I stop a letter 


for him because of some mistake that has 
been made. I always look up the letter 
and hold it, to be returned by the super- 
intendent. 

One time a man I knew slightly ap- 
peared before the window, wearing a flur- 
ried and excited look, and @aid that he 
had mailed a letter a short time before 
to New York and that, having made a 
very costly mistake, he would like to get 
it back. I told him that it would be a 
hard job to find it, but that I would try. 

“To get this letter it was Necessary to 
search through the New York mall pouch, 
made wp to go on the next train east.

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DEVELOPMENT OF THE 90-FOOT YACHT, 


FROM THE PURITAN, 1885, TO RELIANCE: 
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(From The Scientific American.) * 


HEN Commodore John C. 8te- 
W vens and his four associates, al! 

of the New York Yacht Club, 
gave an order to George Steers for the 
construction of a schooner for the pur- 
pose of crossing the Atlantic ocean and 
competing in friendly rivalry with British 
yachtsmen, they little imagined what an 
{mportant influence their trim little craft 
Was ultimately and indirectly to exert 
upon the internationa] relations of the 
two greatest nations of the world; for, 
insignificant and disproportionate eas the 
cause may seem to be, there is no deny- 
ing that the international contests for 
the America cup have grown to such 4 
point of importance that they are a very 
real factor in the growing friendship be- 
tween the two nations. Could the shades 
of the gallant commodore and his friends 
have hovered off Sandy Hook lightship 
somewhere about noon on August: 20 and 
witnessed the vast flotilla of steamships, 
big and little, come streaming out past 
the hook, they must have felt that verily 
great things from little causes grow, for, 
after all is said and done, that first ap- 
pearance half a century ago of an Ameri- 
ean schooner among the British yachts 
was a nautical event of merely local and 
passing interest. Evidently it was so re- 
garded at the time, for there Was a 
lapse of nearly twenty years before any 
effort was made to recover the cup won 
in so gallant style by the America. If 
the rea] cause for the worldwide interest 
that has sprung up around these contests 
is to be sought, it will be found in the 
splendid enthusiasm with which our 
American yachtsma@n responded to the 
first challenge that was received and the 
strongly national flavor which the con- 
test at once assumed, as evidenced by the 
crowds which flocked down to the lower 
bay to witness the races of 1870 between 
the solitary British schooner Cambria 
and the great fleet of American yachts 
that was gathered to protect the cup. 
Already, by this very enthusiasm, the 
yachting trophy was enshrined in the 
popular mind as the type of American 
supremacy in the building and gailing 
of yachts. Jt Is true that the early races 
were marked by more or less wrangling 
and much over-earnest disputation which 
culminated in the disgraceful flasco of 
the Valkyrie-Defender races, but from that 
time on there has been evklenced a more 
considerate attitude both upon the part 
of the challengers and defenders, which 
ig unquestionably based upon the realiza- 
tion of the fact that after all an Ameri- 
ca cup contest is @ sporting event, and 
that, as such, it should be carried out in 
a spirit of perfect friendliness and good 
will. This better feeling and more broad- 
minded spirit has developed to such a de- 
gree that today quite a considerable sec- 
tion of the American public, not a few of 
whom are yachting experts, is desirous 
that the splendid pluck and determina- 
tion of the British sportsmen should at 
length be rewarded by the capture of the 
much coveted emblem, 

It {gs not our intention in the present 
article, however, to enter into the ethics 
of the sport, but rather to trace in a 
broad way the remarkable development 
which has taken place during the half 
century or more of these contests. We 
have so fully frequently illustrated and 
described the various contests that it will 
be sufficient in this article to present the 
accompanying Series of drawings showing 
the challenging and defending vachts that 
have been built and have fought,.’+ out

HOW THE 90-FOOT RACING YACHTS HAVE DEVELOPED SINCE 1885. 


on Sandy Hook courses since the year 
1885, when the cutter Genesta and the 
centerboard Puritan had their éver mem- 
orable struggie. The fifty-two years 
from 1851 to 198 may be divided broadly 
into three perieds. The first of these, 
extending from 1851 to 1876, might aptly 
be termed the schooner period. The first 
of these races held in 1870 was represent- 
ed on the part of the challengers by the 
Cambria, a deep-kee] schooner built by 
the Ratseys, who have since figured so 
largely as makers of the famous Eng- 
lish gails. 

She was a vessel of 108 feet 
length, and she was handsomely béaten 
by several of the yachts whith Sailed 
against her. The second challenge was 
sent by Mr. Asbury, who was also the 
owner of the Cambria. When his 
schooner. the Livonia, reached this side 
of the water, she was found to be an 
improved Cambria, with a water-line 
length of 115 feet and a proportionately 
larger sail spread. She made a _ better 
fight for the cup than her predecessor, 
winning a face against Columbia by 25 
minutes and 28 seconds and thereby earn- 
ing the distinction of being the only chal- 
lenging yacht that has won a race for the 
cup. She was defeated, however, in the 
series, succumbing in her second race to 
the Columbia. in the third race to the 
Dauntless. and in the fourth and last 
race to that famous schooner Sappho. 
The next challenge was sent by the Roya] 
Canadian Yacht Club, and the Canadian 
club secured the obviously fair concession 
that only a single cup defender should be 
sent against their yacht, and that she 
should be selected several days before the 
first race took place. The Countess of 
Dufferin, ag she was called, was beaten 
by the schooner Madeline in the first 
race by 10 minutes and 59 seconds, and in 
the second race by 27 minutes and M sec- 
onds. The Canadian club had another try 
for the cup, this time with the sloop At- 
alanta. She had none of the qualities 
for such an arduous task, being beaten 
by the Mischief in the first race by 28 
minutes and 201-4 seconds, and in the 
second race by 38 minutes and 54 seconds. 
Strictly speaking, the Atalanta series of 
races should be included in the first or 
schooner period, for the reason that the 
vessels engaged in this event, 4s in all 
previous contests for the cup, were de- 
signed by the rule-of-thumb methods of 
the early yacht designers, and it was not 
until the second period, extending from 
the Genesta-Puritan races in 1885, to the 
Valkyrie-Vigilant contest of 1893, that the 
modern scientific method of design was 
ushered in. This second period was murk- 
ed by the grand struggle between the 
English deep-kee] eutter and the Ameri- 
ean centerboard sloop; for there is no 
denying that just as the deep-kee] Was 
the slogan of the Briton, the gpreseeees

competitor. Speaking 0 oe 
of the contest, we see in the srews 
from Genesta to Valkyrie Il a devel- 
opment from the narrow beam, large dis 
placement, and moderate sail plan of 
the typical cutter to the more generous 
beam. smaller displacement and greater 
sail power ef the typical modern yacht, 
while on the American side there was 
evident a growing appreciation of the 
value of a deeper body and a heavily- 
ballasted keel as against a small amount 
of ballast stowed within a broad and 
shallow hull. Thus, comparing Genesta 
and Puritan, we see that while the Eng- 
lish cutter had a beam of only 15 feet 
on a draft of 13 fgt 6 inches, as com- 
pared with a beam for the Puritan of 22 
feet 7 inches, and a draft of 8 feet 10 
inches in Valkyrie II, the beam had in- 
creased to about the same as that of 
Puritan, while the depth of the kegl in 
the American sloop Vigilant had grown 
to 13 feet 6 inches, or exactly that of 
the Genesta of eight years before. The 
year 1898 was an epoch-making year in 
the history of the development of the 
cup yacht, and the most significant fact 
in the Vigilant sefies was the very con- 
clusive beating given by the English 
cutter to the American centerboard 
sloop in a memorable race of 15 miles 
to windward when the English cutter 
turned the mark nearly two minutes in 
the lead. The doom of the centerboard 
was further sounded by the visit subse- 
quently paid by Vigilant to Great Britain 
when she lost eleven out of eighteen 
races to the Britannia, a sister cutter to 
Valkyrie. 

The third phase of yacht construction 
may be said to date from the construc- 
tion of the American yacht Defender in 
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Valkyrie JlIl-Defender witness the 
“ull recognition of the fact that scientific 
construction is only less important than 
scientific design. Of course, it would be 
manifestly unfair, both to the British 
designers and to Herreshoff himself to 
infer that no attention had been paid 
previously to what might be called the 
engineering features of the problem, for 
Genesta in 188 was of composite con- 
Struction, with wood planking on steel 
frames, and Galatea in 1886 was built 
entirely of steel, at a time when we were 
still clinging to cumbersome wooden 
frames in Puritan and Mayflower: more- 
over, Herreschoff had already introduced, 
In 1893, the use of bronze in the under- 
body of Vigilant. But-.it was in De- 
fender that the engineer and metal work- 
er were first given a free hand, while 
hollow steel spars first made their ap- 
pearance on both challenger and de- 
fender It probabie tnat Defender 
was, and will always remain, the lightest 
yacht for her size ever constructed: she 
has also the unenviable distinction of 
being the only boat built either for chal- 
lenge or defense that was useless as soon 
as her racing days were over—for con- 
trary to popular belief, the three Sham- 
rocks and their competitors are as sound 
today as when they were launched. Val- 
Kyrie III was of composite construction: 
but in her we see the Jast of the wood- 
Sheathed cutters. 

With the advent of Sir Thomas Lipton 
to the great international contest, there 
was assured for the challenging yachts 
the necessary capital to meet the enor- 
mousiy increased cost of construction 
due to the use of expensive alloys and 
high-grade steel; and although in this 
respect it has been one man’s purse 
against a syndicate, no stint has been 
put upon either the designer or the 
builder. The first Shamrock was a 
bronze boat with aluminium topsides and 
deck, and in Columbia she met a boat 
with bronze underbody, steel topsides 
and wooden deck. The second Shamrock 
was plated with bronze from keel to 
rail; but in Shamrock III we see a re- 
turn to steel plating for the hull, the 
necessary smoothness of surface being 
secured by the use of a special enamel 
paint, each coat @& which carefully 
rubbed down before the next is applied. 
The result is a remarkably smooth sur- 
face which it is claimed is not sur- 
passed by the polishea bronze. Reliance 
ils built on the belt-frame and longitu- 
dinal system which MHerreshoff  intro- 
duced in Constitution. It is possibly a 
trifle lighter than the customary bulb 
angle method of framing; but it possesses 
the drawback that the wide frame- 
spacing renders its difficult to build the 
boat with perfectly fair lines, the plating 
having a tendency to straighten out be- 
tween frames, rendering the longitudinal 
lines a series of chords instead of true 
continuous curves. In this last period of 
cup designing there has been a wonder- 
ful development in the sizes and power 
of the boats, until the climax has been 
reached in Reliance. As compared with 
Defender the beam has gone up from 
23 1-4 feet to 27 feet, and the oversail 
spread from 126 to 145 feet, while the sail 
spread of 12,640 feet on Defender, thought 
to be prodigious in 1895, would be insig- 
nificant against the towering fabric on 
Reliance. with its total area of 16,199 
square feet. 

As we go to press only one meeting 
of Reliance and Shamrock has taken 
place. The wind, light at fhe start, died 
away at times to a calm, Although the 
race was called off, Reliance showed in- 
dications of being the better drifter. As 
long as the wind held true there was but 
little appreciable difference between the 
boats, altheugh Reliance gave indications 
that in a true breeze she could draw out 
to weather of the English yacht. The 
conditions were those in which “Sham- 
rock has done her best work, and if she 
cannot drop Reliance in a light breeze 
and rolling sea, she is not likely to do 
so in stronger breezes.

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WHY TEAMS LOSE ON ROAD, — 
EXPLAINED TO FANATICS 


“Why Teams Show Poor Form 
C) the Road’’ Charles Dryden, of 
The Philadelphia North American, 

has this to say: 

“One phase of the playing season which 
always bothers the loyal fanatic is why 
the average team wins at home and loses 
everything but its franchise on the road. 
There must be a reason for this change 
of form, and one as good as any is that 
the players eat too much. This is not 
saying they are starved at home. On 
the contrary, they live well, but the 
change from home and boarding house 
fare is different, and morning exercise 
is out of the question on the circuit. 

‘‘Take a sober, well-trained athlete away 
from his roast beef and vegetables and 
turn him loose among the table d’hote 
and finger bowls of a first-class 
hotel, and his appetite runa away with 
him. Any one is prone to overdo the 
menu in a case of this kind, and doesn't 
realize how much food he has taken on 
until the Waiter pulls the table away to 
give him room to rise. 

‘With a great many verieties—including 
the fifty-seven—to tempt him, and eating 
to jig time music, the hungry, robust 
athlete can scarcely be blamed for up- 
holstering himself with watermelon, soup, 
ice cream, fish, pie and deviled crabs. 
He feels more in the mood for hiber- 
nating than going to work, and not in- 
frequently he appears upon the fleld and 
plays ball tike a sofa cushion. 

“As a rule, the traveling player arises 
late. He crawls out at 9 or 10 a. mu,, 
takes a large breakfast and a larger 
luneheon or dinner two hourg later. All 
teams are alike in this respect, and these 
remarks do not apply exclusively to the 
Athletics, with whom we have made three 
happy cruises around the stormy cir- 
euit. 

“Some players cut out the noonday 
meal, Sut the majority take the limit at 
the regular hours and eat some more be- 
fore going to bed, all of which tends io 
throw the system out of gear. Long night 
rides, loss of sleep end the discomforts 
of hotel life are wearing on the athiete, 
and consequently the gengra! effectiveness 
of a team is not up to the st 
the road. 
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miss an interesting speetacle if he went 
in and sat down, So he stands hour after 
hour on the stone pavement in front of 
the hotel until his spine becomé@s ossi- 
fied and his legs are dead to the world 

“There is nothing to see, and the play- 
er knows it as wegll as anybody, but he 
remains ever on the alert, whigh is hu- 
man nature, we suppose 

“At home he would rest with his fam- 
ily or visit friends. On the road he hag 
no special calling places, so he does the 
back-breaking act on the sidewalk watch- 
ing street cars and cabs go by as some- 
thing odd and refreshing to look at. Be- 
tween times he eats and increases the 
burden he holds up on the sidewalk. 

“Should you take the trouble to rubber 
uround the hotels, you will see vyis- 
iting teams doing the same thing in the 
forenoon and eveping. They either stand 
at the curb or hgld up awning posts and 
building fronts, Occasiggally shifting te 
one leg when the other grows numb. 

“In some cities, the hotel porter places 
chairs along the curb, and the atbletes 
sit and smoke and see the world in com- 
fort. Not being quite so fatigued, the 
teams play better ball in the chair 
towns 


Not Many Players Drink. 


‘These few sidelightse on eating and 
standing the long curbstone watch will, 
we hope. dispe] the old drink supersti- 
tion. When a team comes back from 


to know. on the quiet. how many of the 
fellows were hitting it up, or if they 
were all boozed. It is either alleged dis- 
sipation or internal strife that makes 
the team go wrong. 

“Very few plavers these days dally 
with the drink, beyo§d a glass or two of 
beer. not enough to impair the league, 
and “internal strife’ generally is limited 
to nature’s Greco-Roman wrestling match 
with hearty. meals. 

“Any one who has traveled much can 
appreciate the discomforts of life on the 
road, yet the average crank thinks the 
job one grand picnic. Of course, all teams 
do not blow up on the circuit. but their 
general usefulness is not so great. The 
Boston outfit ig an exception, and the 
only way to account far an excellent road 
record is that New England thrift im- 
pels the Boston players to eat sparingly, 
even though it costs them nothing.”

HB Young People's Christian En- 
T  asevor held services at the federal! 

prison yesterday and the feature vf 
the occasion was the singing by a choir 
composed of some twenty-five or thirty 
little children. Some of these youngsters 
were barely more than tots and that 
they made a great impression on the 
men was evident to the most casual ob- 
server. 

But perhaps an account of the services 
can best be given in the words of one 
of the prisoners with whom The Con- 
stitution representative talked after the 
meeting. 

“Friend. of mine,” he began, “I reckon 
I've been nearer home and feel farther 
away at the same time right now than 
any time since I came here to live. Just 
the sight of all those little ones lisping 
the old hymyps came about as near being 
a really, truly helpful service as any- 
thing J] have ever known. It seems 
a mighty long time ago since I had lit- 
tle ones of my own, and after their 
mother had fixed them up in their little 
white frocks for Sunday school and they 
had startec for church I used to follow 
them with my eves until they had dis- 
appeared around the corner of the stree' 
ang they made up about the prettiest 
parade 1 ever want to see. 

“That was long time ago by the cal- 
endar, and by my feelings it was toa far 
back in the past for any one else to 
even try and figure on. I don't believe 
that I ever quite realized how long unit! 
today. But when I saw those tots come 
marching in it seemed to me that veers 
had rolled backward and I was back 
again with my own and happier than a 
man has any right to be who has suf: 


fering to follow. And as I sat anid 


watched thew thi@ afternoon I tried to 
think that I would see my own little 
ones again, truth’ came stalking in like 
the grim warden he is and~l- knew that 
if I ever saw them again they would 
be changed as much as .l am, if such 
a thing fs possible. ; 


“For while I have been here growing | 


backwards they have been growing away 
from childhood and today 1 Knew when 
I looked that | was a childless father who 
had children. 1 daresay you know what 
Il mean without trying to explain that 
contradiction. But grown-ups can never 
be children the way ttle ones are, as 
every father well knows, ahd I know that 
mine @re now no longer diminutive affairs 
of tiny frocks and bare Jegs and all that 
sort of thing. 

“But it certainly did us all good and 
when I turned and looked I could see in the 
faces of the men around me that they 
were thinking of the same things I was 
and some of them couldn't join in the 
singing of the hymns for husky throats 
that will come as suddenly in hot weath- 
er @8 at any other time. It's made me 
mighty homesick, but I suppose that it 
is the kind of hamesickness that does 
A man good. And if my memory serves 
me right it's rather an old method for 
one of the happiest pictures 1 remember 
in the Bible teachings of my mother 
was a certain little group of children and 
the Man in the center holding them to 
Him and explaining to some of the old 
gray beards that instead of wasting his 
time he was improving it the best way 
possible and that if they would be im- 
proved as well, they had better follow 
after his example. And it’s a consider 
able of a comfort to know,*too, that this 
same Man was himseif a prisoner later 
and knew all of the trials and suffering 
that are a prisoner’s share.’

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PICKETT TALKS OF RICKETTS. 


Chief Editor of Scimitar Mourns 
Death of Associate. 

Memphis, Tenn., August 30.—Mr. A. RB. 
Pickett, editor and manager of The Scim- 
itar, arrived here from New York tonight. 
via Tampa, Fla. Mr. Pickett was on an 
ocean steamer when the death of H. P. 
Ricketts, associate editor of The Scimitar, 
was recently announced in Chicago and 
heard for the grst time of Mr. Ricketts’ 
sudden demise when he landed from the 
vessel. Mr. Pickett sald that southern 
journalism lost one of its brightest orna-

The pastor said in part: 

“These are the words of King David to 
his son. Solomon was to suc- 
ceed his father on the throne of Isatah 
and David delivers the solemn charge to 
‘And thou, Solomon, my gon, know 
the God of thy father, and serve

mind.’ 

“Solomon was to build the temple which 
his father, David, was not permitted to 
build. The service which Solomon must 
render to God must be with a perfect 
heart and a willing mind. No other 
would be acceptable. And this is the ser- 
vice that God requires of all His people. 

“All our service for God must be ren- 
dered with a perfect heart and a willing 
mind. 

“First, the heart must be right with 
God, or the service will not be accept- 
able. The word ‘perfect’ here does not 
mean absoiute sinieesness, for no one is 
perfect but God. But there must be 
no evil or selfish motives in our hearts 
in any of our e@ervices. ‘A perfect heart’ 
here means a sincere heart. A heart 
devoid of hypocrisy and deceit. There 
must be no desire for self-glorification. 
In all our work for God we are to seek 
His glory and His only. 

“Many a Christian and many a church 
has failed in their work because they 
have not rendered the service with a 
perfect heart. A service to God with 
self in it is hateful to God and cannot be 
successful, 

“God searches the heart and He knows 
all the motives that prompt our Ser- 
vice. All our offerings made to God 
for His work must be made with a per- 
fect heart. We are not to give our money 
to God's work simply because it is our 
duty. There must be a higher motive than 
duty. 

“Some people give to the Lord not be- 
cause they love His work or because they 
love to give, but simply because it is 
thetr duty. 

“This is not rendering service with a 
perfect heart. Do you come to the house 
of God or give your money to support 
the church because jit is your duty? If 
so, then the heart is not perfect. The 
child should not obey the parent be- 
cause it is his duty, but because-he loves 
the parent. 

“Second, we are not only to serve God 
with a perfect heart, but with a willing 
mind. 

‘Religion ig not compulsory. God will 
have none but a willing service. 

“Obedience to law is got acceptable to 
God unless it be a willing obedience. 
The man who keeps the Sabbath day de- 
cause he is forced to keep it really does 
not keep the Sabbath holy, It is a forced 
obedience, and; therefore, not acceptable. 
You can pot force men to serve God by 
keeping the law. 

“If keeping the law is not a willing 
obodience, it is not acceptable to God. 
Love must prompt every act of obedience 
to God, We are ndt attempting to force 
religion or our religious views upon peo- 
ple when we seek to have the Sabbath 
laws observed, 

“The violation of the Sabbath laws Is 
a menace to the peace and prosperity of 
) the country and ap injury tq the church, 
and for that reason, if for no other, 
should not be allowed. No man can keep 
the law of the Sabbath or any other law 
acceptably unlegs it be obseryed with a 
willing mind. You can not compel men 
to a life of plety. You can not make 
them Christians against their will. And, 
hence, we should not attempt to force 
men to keep the djvire law as a religious 
act or attempt to force rejigion upon 
them. 

“If all men were to keep all the lawg 
of God strictly, that would not make them 
holy men. The keeping of the whole law 
of God can not be acceptable to Him un- 
less It be done with a willing mind, God 
does not force mén to obey His laws,

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Dr. Brougton returned last week from 
his. trip to New England, where he has 
spent a month preaching. Last night he 
spoke on ‘‘The Tabernacle’s Winter Cam- 
paign.”’ He prefaced his address by 
some remarks on the reception of Colonel 
John Temple Graves’ recent speech in 
the north on “Lynching.” 

He said: 

“New England greatly honors Mr. 
Graves for the able way_he handled his 
subject. At least, 7% per cent of the 
thinking people of that country have their 
eyes cpen fgr enough to concede to the 
south the ability to settle her race con- 
ditions without their dtatation. They 
thoroughly belleve in the south’s ability 
and integrity to deal with the negro. Mr 
Graves has, in my judgment, done the 
south, and especially Atlanta. a lasting 
service. Personally, I differ with Mr. 
Graves in his position on lynching for 
any cause. I do not belleve that _it is 
the best present remedy. Lynching is 
anarchy, and anarchy is hell. If we ad- 
mit lynching for brute rape, what are we 
to do with. the flend who overpowers 
by money or position in times of neces- 
sity. Both ought to have the full pun- 
ishment ef the law, and I am afraid 
the jatter is by far the most damaging 
to society, because it Is a thousand times 
more common. I believe in the majesty 
of the law. I think much more could 
be accomplished by law than lynching. 
I think, too; his advocacy of coloniza- 
tion is out of the question. There are not 
enough ships if all we have were brought 
into service to ever do this. The negroes 
multiply faster than we could get them 
away. If they should be put into a single 
state, 
like prairie dogs to get g place to live. 
The negro is here to stay. We must 
deal with him at our door. I said in 
Boston what I say here: Three things 
will solve the race problem for the pres- 
ent— 

‘1..Take him out of politics. 
asked me in Boston what we 
Ing to do with the constitution. I said 
we are going to do nothing with it. We 
are going to keep the negro out of pol- 
itics, and you in the north can deal with 
the constitution. 

‘2. He must be kept out of soctletyv. 
Social eguejitv, he must know. Is out of 
the question. 

* He must be Christianited. Instead 
of so much money in education. he must 
have it for Christianization. The latter 
can never be realized upfil the two for- 
mer are admitted. So long as it is pump- 
ed into them that they can hold office 
and ra«ck socially with the whites, there 
ie not going to be much purely Christian 
mission wort: done amongst them. 

“This seems to me to be the only 
way to meet this question, I believe in 
the negro. I believe God has.a great 
mission work to dp through him. {| be-

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Universalist ?”’ 
gave direction to the dis- 
course of Rev. W. H. McGlauflin, the pas- 
tor af the Atlanta Universalist church, 
delivered to his congregation yesterday 
morning. 

The text was from Acts xxiv, 14-16: 
“This I confess. that after the way they 
cale heresy, so worship I the God of my 
fathers, believing al] things written in the 
law and the prophets. And herein do I 
exercise myself to have always a con- 
science void of offense toward God ard 
toward men.” 

He said, in part: 

“The first question and the last of 
some minds tn reference to religion is, 
‘Is it safe?’ 

“Religion and fire insurance are put in 
the same class. Insuragce ie to protect 
against the loss of property fire in 
this world, Religion is to protect against 
the loss of the soul by fire in the next 
world. To their potion, if it was not 
for the fire danger there would be no 
need of religion whatever. 

“Religion having been reduced to a fire 
escape, the question of its safety ig para- 
mount. and the matter of its tryth is not 
pertinent. 

“One thinks a religion is safe because it 
is called ‘orthodox,’ and that an ‘orgho- 
dox’ has two chances to escape to the 
Universalist one. 

‘Another thinks that both in insurance 
and religion the size of the company s-t- 
tles the matter of safety. The religion 
of the large ciurch or denomination is 
likely to be the best in the end, for each 
memper is a kind of indorsement of its 
worth—‘Vox populi, vox Dej.’ 

“‘Another indorses the time element and 
goes to the compagy that is old. He dis- 
trusts an interpretation of God and of 
life if it is not hoary with age. 

‘Because the Universalist church is not 
desitnated ‘orthgdox,” because it is among 
the smaller churches, because it is young 
as an crganization, it has been called more 
unsafe than other forms of Christian faith. 
It ought to be recalled that there are [ 
‘orthodox’ Jews, ‘orthodox’ Buddhista 
‘orthodox’ Mohammedans, as well as ‘or- 
thodox’ Christians. Nothing is settled by 
a name. 

‘‘Nuorbers is no criterion, at least, not 
a decisive one tin things religious. If so, 
then Presbyterians are wrong when com- 
pared with Methodists, for they are few- 
er. Methodists are wrong when compared 
with Catholics, and they are all wrong 
when compared with paganism, if num- 
bers settles the questiog, for paganism 
has by far the largest list of adher- 
ents. 

“A young church may be in error, but 
not because ft Ig young. The ‘aith taught 
by Jesus was once young. It was held 
by only a handful of men, and it was 
not called ‘orthodox.’ 

“An old religion may be safe, but not 
because it Is old. By the test of age or 
numbers or alleged ‘orthodoxy’ he who 
starts out to seek a ‘safe'-religion is 
driven to the realm of heathendom. 

“Jesus never exhorted his hearers to 
be Christiang on the ground of safety. 
His appea] was first and last, ‘I am come 
to bear witness to the trutb,.’ ‘Ye shall 
know the truth and the truth shall make 
you free.” It is the realization of the 
truth, the truth of the spirit. that brings 
safety for this world and for all worlds. 

“And as to what is true and who are 
right, let the mind of the individual 
hink, the heart feel, the judgment de- 

rmine, with meditation and prayer. 
Follow ‘the light as God gives it to you, 
a reflection from the ‘light of the world.’ 

‘With hearts void of offense to God 
and man, faithful to your faith. true to 
the truth as you behold it, where you 


walk is a safe way jand the name you 
bear is a good nanie.”’

N American abroad has many and
